Be  one  will  dispute  the  fact 
that  our  having  our  own  Canteen 
in  the  "barracks  is  a vast  improve- 
ment over  the  various  stores  in 
the  city  that  have  "been  tried  at 
one  time  or  another*  In  them  one 
often  felt  that  the  owner  consid- 
ered that  he  was  doing  the  CCC 
fellows  a favor  in  accepting  their 
patronage*  Then  too  the  prices  of- 
ten seemed  rather  steep  to  fellows 
who,  after  all,  are  only  earning 
five  spending  dollars  a month. 

These  draw"backs  have  "been 
done  away  with.  Bow  wo  receive 
service  from  one  cf  the  company 
and  the  prices  are  often  lower 
than  those  in  the  city  and  current 
elsewhere. 

However  a num"ber  of  defects 
have  "been  revealed  that  were  not 
in  existance  v/hen  we  patronized 
the  stores  cf  the  city.  The  first 
cf  these,  and  the  most  commonly 
heard  cf  in  complaint,  is  that 
there  is  not  enough  variety  in  the 
supplies  in  the  Canteen.  To  he 
sure  we  have  a large  number  cf 
different  kinds  cf  things.  But  we 
need  different  brands  of  the  same 
article.  For  instance,  there 
.should  he  more  than  one  brand  of 
pipe  tobacco.  Tooth  powder  should 
be  added  for  those  whe  prefer  it 
to  paste. 

Also  the  hours  during  which 
the  Canteen  is  open  seem  pretty 
short  to  most  of  us.  A number  of 
fellov;s  are  to  be  ' seen  every  night 
at  barbeque  stands  and  soda  foun- 


tains because  the  Canteen  is 
closed  and  they  want  something  to 
eat  :r  drink. 

If  these  and  a few  other  ob- 
vious faults  were  corrected,  busi- 
ness at  the  Canteen  would  bo  great- 
er and  the  company  would  be  better 
served.
